At 9:45 a. m. (central standard time) 
Col. Lindbergh landed the Spirit of St. 
Louis at the athletic field near the golf 
club, having flown the 250 treacherous 
miles from Guatemala City in 3 hours 
and 24 minuted. 

The famous firm of “ We” added to 
their illustrious record of achievement. 
Col. Lindbergh, over unknown terri- 
tory, was forced by a squall deeper 
and deeper into the country ia the 
region of mountain ranges and un- 
broken forests in which not even the 
native Maya Indians live. The ma- 
chine was the first land plane ever to 
come down on British Honduran soil. 
Hitherto only a few seaplanes had vis- 
ited the colony and they had landed 
on the water. 

Gets Tumultuous Welcome, 

Col. Lindbergh's welcome was tumul- 
tuous. Almost the entire city of Be- 
lize, whigh has a population of about 
14,000, came out to the field and 
cheered wildly when Lindy was sight- 
ed. Fifty special cohstables, sworn in 
Thursday night, helped the regular 
police ¢o control the excited crowds 
who sought to swarm around the 
plane. 

Col. Lindbergh had had clear sail

The legal 
roads open to a defense of Hickman 
on plea of insanity are founded on 
new sections of the penal code, legal 
authorities said, which have not been 
tested before the Supreme court.

‘AN INJUNCTION 
AGAINST TYPOS 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 30.—{Spe- 
clal.jJ—A permanent injunction re- 
straining the International Typograph- 
ical union and its officers from en- 
forcing amendments to its constitution 
by which the mailers’ trade district 
unions would be abolished and ab- 
sorbed by the typographical union was 
issued today by Judge Robert C. Balt- 
oll of the United States District court. 
The decree sustained the complaint 
filed by James P. Nichols, Chicago, in 
federal court on behalf of the 3,000 
mailers. 
Attorneys for the mailers contended 
the International Typographical union 
by a referendum authorized at the con- 
vention here in August would abolish 
separate identity which the mailers 
have had in conjunction with their af- 
fiiation with the major organizations 
since 1902. 
The complaint alleges that by this 
merger assets of the fifty-feur mailers’ 
unions, listed at $12,000,000 and held in 
reserve for sick and mortuary benefits, 
would be absorbed by the typograph- 
ical union. The complaint further as- 
serted the position of third vice presi- 
dent of the typographical union, which 
automatically reverts to the national 
president of the mailers, would be abol- 
ished by this movement, which was 
to go into effect Sunday.
